MANILA. Jnno 10.—Nothing tins im-

Agninaklo'a 
natives art! probably the cleverest con- 
structors of intronchments in tho world. 


The pictures illustrate. The Tjignlo 


soldier drives a double row of stakes into 
tho ground. Tho rows arc a foot or more 
apart. Tho native then weaves in and 


out among them strips of bamboo, till 
10 nmki'ii u double fence, hard to got 
through as tile, bottom of ;v cane seat 
chair. Between the rows he tills earth 
in, aim tliu thing is done. It is as high 
is the Tagalo's head, breast high for 
Ihe American soldier, and harder, fur 
lumler. to penetrate than a stone wall. 
The lirst illustration shows the outside 
of one of these hitrenchments, the see- 


the inside of tin* same. This woven 


wall is pierced with cunningly con- 
structed loopholes, just large enough 
Tor the native shooter to louk through 
and pick off with his Manser the Amer- 
ican Holdievti one after another as they 
approach. 
Some of these native in- 


irenchmentis are such marvels of skill 
and adaptability to the ns« for which 
they were intended that American mili- 
tary engineers have not hesitated to 
say they wuuld be absolutely impossible 
to take, with a well conditioned army 
of white men behind them, instead of a 
horde of irresolute Malays. 


Tho cunning of the wild man is shown 


as well in some of these defenses. Here 


nd there arc false intrenchnients, look- 
ing from the outside like formidably 
works, but inside as hollow us the soul 
of tho man wlm lives for himself alone. 
At Malolos, after the natives had fled 
therefrom, a remarkable specimen of 
this kind of humbug breastwork was 
found.

But no brown man, or red man, or 


black or yellow, can stand against the 
white man in this cycle of the world's 
history. I never was so entirely per- 
snaded of that us I have been since 
spending these months in the orient. 
What has be«n we know not. Of what

man's age and the white man's hour.

CHICAGO, Aug. y.—With its cooling

place is "Monument Circle," from

[jrincipul statues which make this park 
me of tho most famous in the country. 
I doubt if there is any park in the 
United States which contains so many

Lincoln park 


Among those which attract especial 


iitteutiou are the Lincoln monument, 
the Grunt equestrian statue, statues of 
Shakespeare, Schiller, Robert Cavalier. 
Do la. Sulle, Benjamin Franklin, Hans

Anderson and Beethoven. 


There are a number of ideal figures in 
bronze und stone, among the most nota- 
blu being an yqueatriun statue of an 
Indian messenger and entitled "Tho 
Signal of Pence" and an Indian group 
entitled "The Alarm." The former ia 
the work of C. E. Dalian, u young 
American artist, and is declared by 
Augustus St Guudens to be the most 
urtistic of all the statues which udorii 
tliusu grounds. 


To tint already extensive group of 


memorials another will be uddcd. It 
will be a Ktatuo of tho great German 
pnet Goethe, and will Ixj erected by his 


iiirymen in this city ami vicinity.

the ne\v trains will be more perfectly 
ventilated than by the opeu window 
method. 


A train properly constructed should 


have Its lines continuous from the en- 
gineer's cab straight buck to the rear 
of the last car. The windows-should 
lie Hush with the exteriors of the cars, 
the trucks should be Inclosed, Ihe front 


ml of the locomotive should be point- 


ed, the rear end of the last ear should 
be tapered, and from front to rear of 
the train there should be no obstruc- 
tion. The surfaces of the cars and of 
the locomotive should be as smooth as 
Ingenuity could make them. 


Tlie air for vciitllittlon should betak- 


en from the front end oC the train, 
preferably 'u through the tender, .-tt 
which point the air Is free from smoke 
and gas, ut* well as from thu dust of 
thu train.

As a result all so catl- 
ud fast Ira I».- ure run at a loss. 


The greatest practical benefit which 


would come with scientific irnin con- 
struction would be the raising .of the 
average speed of all tmhln from :t2 to 
<IO or 70 mili'H per hour. This would 
be done without Increased expense. A 
passenger train of six or eight cars 
could be hiiulcd on a fairly straight 
and level track at a continued speed of 
from 100 to 120 mllcM nn hour.

This housekeeping scheme' seems all 


the more attractive when it is under- 
stood that not only are all the bills—in- 
cluding food, gus, laundry and servants 
—paid out of these small weekly sums, 
but usually has a surplus. Last season, 
for instance, there was $2-15 left iu tlic 
exchequer, which was used to buy a 
now sot of library furniture for the 
college. 


Miss Addams' idea in starting the 


school was to have a pleasant place 
whore the Hull House winter classes 
could pursue their studies. 


Tlio sojournei-s at tlic summer school, 


therefore, are for the most part people 
who inUe advantage of social settle- 
ment courses of study. Though many 
are breadwinners, including shop girl 
and school teachers, a considerable 
part arc social settlement residents or 
persons who are particularly interested 
iu its alms. 


As Rock ford college is the first insti- 


tution thus to open Its doors it deserves 
•great credit, particularly as it is not 
heavily endowed and might consistent- 
ly guard Its buildings from unneces- 
sary use. Some other colleges conduct 
summer schools, but it Is either for pe- 
cuniary profit or to further tlio inter- 
ests of their particular set of students. 
Ho ft may be said that Rockford col- 
lege stands unique in having taken the 
Initiative in milking possible such n 
pleasant nnd InHtriiullrq. vacation for 
those not connected with It.

The antagonists of the 
Uiristian 


religion ure hi this sermon of Dr. Tal- 
inage met in a, very unusual way, and 
lilt; triumphs oE the tiospel are depict- 
ed. The text is Kzekirl LM:2»: 
"He 


made his arrows bright, he consulted 
jvith images, he looked in the liver." 


Two modes of divination by which 


the king of Itabylon proposed to find 
out the will of God. He took a bundle 
of arrows, put them together, mixed 
them up, then pulled forth one, and by 
the inscription ou it decided what city 
he should iirst assault. Then an ani- 
mal was slain, and by the. lighter or 
darker color of the liver the brighter 
or darker prospect of success was in- 
ferred. 
That is the meaning of the 


text; "He made his arrows bright, he 
consulted with images, he looked in 
the li%-er." Stupid delusion! And yet 
nil the ages have been filled with delu- 
sions. It seems as if the world loves 
1o be hoodwinked, the delusion of the 
text, only a, specimen of a vast number 
of deceits practiced upon the human 
race. 
Ill the latter part of the last 


centurv Johanna Soulhcote came forth 
pretending to have Divine power, made 
prophecies, had chapels built in her 
honor, and 100,001) disciples came for- 
ward to follow her. About five years 
before the birth of Christ Apollonius 
•was born, and he came forth, and aftei 
iive years being speechless, accord 
ing to the tradition, he healed the sick, 
and raised the dead, and preached vir- 
tue, and. according to the myth, having 
deceased, was brought to resurrection. 


The Delphic oracle deceived vast 


multitudes of people; the Pythoness 
pealed in thy temple of Apollo uttering 
ji eraxy jargon from which the people 
guessed their individual or national 
fortunes or misfortunes. 
The n Iter- 


ances were of such a nature that you 
could read them any way you wanted 
to read them. 


So the ancient auguries deceived the 


people. The wriest R of those auguries 
by the flight of birds or by the intona- 
tion of slain animals told the fortunes 
or misfortunes of individuals and <if na- 
tions. The sibyls deceived the people. 
The sibyls were supposed to be in- 
spired women who lived in caves and 
who wrote the sibylline hooks iiffer- 
ivard purchased by Tarquin the frond. 
So late as the year 1829 a man arose In 
Jfpw York, pretending to be a Divine 
being, anil played his part so well that 
wealthy, merchants became his dis- 
ciples nnd threw their fortunes into his 
keeping. 
And so in all ages there 


linve been necromancies, incantations, 
witchcrafts, sorceries, magical arts, 
enchantments, divinations and 
delu- 


sions. The one of the text was only a 
Fjicciinen of that which has been oc- 
curring in all ages of tlie world. None 
of these delusions accomplished any 
gond. They deceived, they paupcri/.ed 
the people, they were us cruet as they 
were absurd. They opened nn hospi- 
tals, they healed no wounds, they wiped 
away no tears, they emancipated no 
serfdom. 


Hut there arc those who say that all 


Ihese delusions combined are UK noth- 
ing compared with the delusion now 
abroad in the world—the delusion of 
the Christian religion. 
That delusion 


has to-dny 400,000.0011 dupes. 
It- pro- 


poses to encircle the earth with its 
girdle. 
That which has been called a 


delusion lias already overshadowed the 
'Appalachian range on this side of the 
sea, and it lias overshadowed the llol- 
kan and Caucasian ranges on the other 
side of the sea. It has conquered Eng- 
land nnd the United States. This cham- 
pion delusion, this hoax, this swindle 
of the ages, as it has been called, has 
gone forth to conquer Ihc islands of 
the Pacific, and Melanesia and Micro- 
nesia and Malayan Polynesia have al- 
ready surrendered to the delusion. Yea, 
it has conquered the Indian archipela- 
go, and llorneo and Sumatra and Cel- 
ebes and .lava have fallen under 
its 


•wiles. In the Fiji islands, where there 
•are 120,000 people, 
102,000 have ill- 


ready become the dupes of this Chris- 
tian religion, and if things go on as 
they sire now going on and if the in- 
fluence of this great hallucination of 
the ages cannot be slopped

swallow (he globe. 
Supposing, then, 


that Christianity is the delusion of the 
centuries, as some have, pronounced il, 
13 propose to show you what has been 
accomplished bv this chimera,

fallacy, this hoax, this swindle of the 
ages. 


And, 
in the first place, I remark that 


•this delusion of the Christian religion

jplete is Mils delusion. Yea, their ov 
'families have noticed it—the wife h: 
mot Iced it, the children have noticed it. 
-The money that went for rum now 
tfoes for books nnd for clothes and for 
education. He is a new matl. All who 
know him any there has been ft won- 
derful change. 
What is the cause of 


this change? This great hallucination 
of the Christian religion. There is as 
much difference between what he is 
now nnd what he once was as between 
[a rosi! and n nettle, as between a dove 
nnd a vulture, as between day; ond 
night. Tremendous delusion t 


Admiral Farragut, one of. the moat 


admired men m tlie Americaai-iiavy, 
early became u vielim uf this C'ms- 
tian delusion, and, scaled not long be- 
fore his death at Long I'-raneh. he was 
giving some friends an account of his 
early life, lie said: "My fullwr went 
down in behalf of the Vnited States 
govern uifiil lo put an end to Aaron 
Uurr's rebellion. 1 was a cabin noy and 
went alunjr with him. 
I euiiU! swear 


like an old salt. I could-gamble in everv 
style of gambling. I knew all the wick- 
edness there was at that time abroad. 
One day my father cleared everybody 
outofthecabin except myself and fucked 
tlie door, lle.said: 'David, wluit arc you 
going to do'.' 
\Vhal arc you going to 


be'." 'Well,' 1 said, 'father, 1 urn going 
to follow the sea.' 'Follow the sea amf 
be a poor, miserable, drunken sailor, 
kicked and cullVd about the world, nnd 
die of ii fever iu a foreign hospital'.1' 
'Oh, no!' 1 said. 'Father, I will not be 
that; I will tread the quarter deck mid 
command, as you do.' *.\o, David,' my 
tather said; 'no, David, u person that 
HUB your principles niuhyuur bad habile 
will never tread the quarter deck or 
command.* Jly father went out and 
shut the door after him, and I said 
then: M will change.

it out of him, and they could not sweat 
it out of him. and they could nut pound 
it out of him, so they tried the surgery 
of the sword, and one summer day in 
lit; he was decapitated.
